Senator Gore Lashes 
Riots, ABM System 

Tennessee’s Democratic Senator Albert Gore spoke out against 
campus violence and gave his views on the controversial Antl- 
Balllstic Missile system In separate speeches Saturday. 
TENNESSEE’S SENIOR senator told 250 high school seniors 


on campus for orientation as 
prospective students they 
should make Improvements on 
knowledge they have inherited 
from the past. 

"It has never made sense to 
me to destroy and rebuild from 
scratch when remodeling was 
called for," he said. "Granted 
each generation must remodel. 
You should not be content to 
let the same old institutions 
continue to function in the same 
old way. You should construct 
something better. 1 ’ 

SENATOR GORE reminded 
students and their parents that 
Tennessee needs money from 
the federal government to bol¬ 
ster Its educational programs, 
but he also stated that he felt 
local and state control of ed¬ 
ucation must be maintained. 

Speaking later to members 
of the UTM faculty, staff, and 
students, the senator attacked 
Secretary of Defense Melvin 
Laird’s support of the ABM 
system. 

A LEADER IN Hie fight 
against the constructing of an 
ABM system. Senator Gore feels 
he is gaining support on Capitol 
Hill. 

"The sentiment Is growing 
In my favor In the Senate," he 
told the group. 

THE SENATOR URGED 
President Nixon to consider the 
recently ratified Nuclear Non- 
Proliferation treaty as evidence 
that the United States and the 
Soviet Union can work coopera¬ 
tively in decreasing the pace of 
the arms race. 


"Russia has the power to tar¬ 
get 22 powerful weapons on 50 
major US cities and the US has 
the power to target 48 just as 
powerful weapons on 50 of the 
USSR’s major cities," he said.

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Knoxville Students Pioneer 
Path Of Open-mindedness 
As Speaker Policy Revises

I guess you could say that It really started last September at 
Hie Hill when some very controversial speakers were Invited 
by the new speaker group known as Issue. Issue created an Is¬ 
sue alright, and It Is still making Issues. 

IT SEEMS THAT the students at Knoxville decided that their 
wishes should not be so abruptly Interrupted by the Establish¬ 
ment, and so they set out to receive the justice that our omni¬ 
potent Constitution grants, freedom of speech. 

Freedom of speech Is a grand Idea, but we will never re¬ 
ceive Its essence until it becomes a reality. Individuals who 
have minds that evolutionlze the Ideas of a nation should be able 
to express them freely and openly even among universities. 

LAST SEPTEMBER 28, UT Chancellor Charles Weaver can¬ 
celled comedian Dick Gregory’s speaking appearance. Georgia 
Congressman, Julian Bond, who was scheduled to follow, can¬ 
celled personally. The Issue group was not too enthusiastic 
by the reaction It received from the administration. 

A vote among the faculty and administrative officials 
deadlocked on the question of the cancellation. 

IT GOT NASTY then, when THE HUSTLER, Vanderbilt’s 
newspaper, Inflicted a caustic notice In the UT Dally Bea¬ 
con saying, that UT students were welcome on its campus the 
following week to hear Gregory speak. 

The big issue was not that Gregory was a racist or black or 
whatever, but that the students felt that they should be able to 
give some Indication as to how their student activity fee was 
to be spent. Hiey wanted an "open speaker policy” as a ver¬ 
dict. 

LAST OCTOBER 19, the Board of Trustees decided to vote 
on the “Open speaker policy” at their regular meeting In 
Nashville on February 3, 1969. Also, the Board formed a spec¬ 
ial Student Affairs committee made up of faculty and student 
members who are to make recommendations concerning the 
guidelines for the speaker policy. 

The Board of Trustees met again March 7 and announced 
that they had practically liquidated all the differences between 
the administration and students on the speaker policy. The 
culmination of a long journey seemed just around the corner. 

THEN A BREAK through In social justice came when Gary 
Blackburn and Jimmy Smith, undergraduates at Tennessee, 
approached the U.S. District Court with their case for the 
“open speaker policy.” On April 18 Judge Robert Taylor de¬ 
clared the present speaker policy unconstltutlonaL 

When the Board of Trustees meets again on June 19 the 
Student Affairs Committee will present Its recommends-

UNFORTUNATELY a lot of bat 
pleasant memories. Take for 
instance that bad burn last year. 
Yes, that’s right it did hurt; i 
but not enough to discourage the < 
determined Individual with sun i 
fever. i 

As far as formulas go for 
tanning, baby oil and iodine i 

seems to the cheapest, quick¬ 
est, and most acclaimed tanning 
miracle. However, some skin 
authorities disapprove of the 
mixture because iodine dries J 
out the skin, leaving it without 
elasticity and sometimes blot¬ 
chy in appearance. 

SOME BATHING connois¬ 
seurs use olive oil, a lubricat¬ 
ing agent, to protect their skin 
while others drench themselves 
with water to speed up the sun¬ 
baking effect. 

Still others use market pro¬ 
duct lotions containing lanolin < 
plus, a secret tanning ingredient 
to induce a rich Ian. Another i 
product insures quick, even tan¬ 
ning away from the sun and an 
even quicker tanning out in the 
sun. 

AFTER SUCH STRENUOUS 
efforts to tan, some consequen¬ 
ces often seem unjust. 

Some people just don’t tan. 
Some burn no matter what pre¬ 
cautions are taken. Skin pig¬ 
mentation has a lot to do with 
this, and fair skinned people 
are more apt to develop "sun 
sickness” rather than an at¬ 
tractive tan. 

A MILD SUNBURN is 
probably and easy to treat. Cold 
cream or oil applications to the 
burned area will relieve pain. 
But a severe sunburn Is a dif¬ 
ferent matter. Chills and 
nausea may be the after effects 
of this agony. 

So what is the sunburned in¬ 
dividual to do? Some say vine¬ 


gar and water will do the trick. 
Others say consult the druggist. 
Some authorities say use ice 
packs and take aspirin. 

NO MATTER WHAT the ef¬ 
fort to remedy a sunburn, the 
sunbaker still suffers some 
anguish and agony. Misery, 
all too often, is the common 
after effect of a burn that hope¬ 
fully would have developed into 
a luscious tan.
